MIRA MESA — Sister Kathleen 
Corbett, CSJ, had no idea her recent 
visit to Good Shepherd School in Mira 
Mesa would have such a dramatic 
effect on Sue Tucker, the physical 
education instructor. 

At a school assembly, 
Corbett, associate director of mission 
education for the diocesan Missions 


Office, spoke to the students and 
faculty about mission work in under- 


privileged countries. 


A film the Sister showed about a 


young missionary girl working in 
Central America sparked the interest 
of 27-year-old Tucker. 

“I wanted to be a missionary and 
realized I wouldn’t have to leave my 
family and friends because there’s so 
much work to be done here ... I’m too 
scared to go to another country,’ 
explained Tucker. 

“‘T have a lot and I’m starting to take 
advantage of what I have,’’ she said. 

Tucker decided to collect the 
untouched lunch food thrown away by 
the school children and distribute it to 
the hungry people in downtown San 
Diego. 

Tucker and her husband, Jim, re- 
bag the food, including in each a 
sandwich, cookies and/or fruit. Also 
enclosed is a note card saying that 
someone cares, explained Tucker. 

On Nov. 1, the Tuckers parked 
their car at 16th and Island, and

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Bishops put 
off text on 
theologians 


Vatican criticizes 
proposed statement

WASHINGTON — The U.S. bishops 
conference opened its annual fall general 
meeting Nov. 14 in the nation’s capitol 
with its president rejecting criticism that 
the conference pursues an ideological 
agenda and with postponing a vote on its 
proposed statement on theologians 
because of last-minute Vatican criticism 
of the document. 

The defense of U.S. bishops’ actions on 
peace and justice issues came in the 
opening address of the Nov. 14-17 
meeting by Archbishop John L. May of 
St. Louis; president of the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops and the 
United States Catholic Conference. 

He rejected criticism that the bishops’ 
conference pursues an ideological agenda 
and said the bishops’ aims are consonant 
with those of Pope John Paul II. 

““My own conviction in the matter is 
that the only ‘ideology’ which the 
conference has is that of fidelity to the 
Gospel and church teaching,’’ 
Archbishop May told the bishops in an 
address which traditionally is an 
assessment of the state of the church in the 
United States. 

The decision to put off action on the 
bishops’ document on the relationship 
between bishops and theologians came 
after the Vatican Congregation for the 
Doctrine of the Faith submitted a last- 
minute critique in a five-page letter which 
said in part that one section of the

SAN DIEGO — The defeat of. 
Proposition 95, the Hunger and 
Homelessness Funding Initiative, will 
deprive the St. Vincent de Paul/Joan 
Kroc Center of about $1 million annually 
and delay expansion of SHARE’s food 
distribution services, according to Father 
Joe Carroll, president of the shelter for 
the homeless in downtown San Diego. 


However, Father Carroll said the 
passage of Proposition 84, the Housing 
and Homeless Bond Act of 1988, will 
provide funds for these agencies. 


He said funds anticipated through the 
passage of Proposition 95 would have 


been used to add a 200-bed facility to the 
center for single men, as well as 
improvements in the SHARE warehouse 
in San Diego. 

The St. Vincent de Paul Center 
currently provides housing for some 400 
homeless people at an operating cost of 
about $5,000 a day, according to Father 
Carroll. 

SHARE (the Self-Help and Resource 
Exchange) distributes. food packages 
throughout the San Diego diocese, in 
Mexico and Guatamala. Participants pay 
$12 for each package, valued at about 
$35, and ‘contribute two hours of 
community service. 

Proposition 95 was rejected by 54.8 
percent of California voters on Nov. 8. It 
would have created a public corporation 


to distribute funds to public agencies and 
non-profit organizations to provide 
emergency, shelter and other services to 
the hungry and homeless, and to fund 
low-income housing. 

Funding for these programs would 
have come from fines imposed for Health 
and Safety Code violations, with an 
annual maximum of $90 million. 

Most of the penalties would have been 
levied on grocery chains and restaurants, 
which launched a successful television and 
newspaper advertising campaign against 
Proposition 95, Father Carroll said. 

“‘Agencies for the homeless had no 
money for advertising,’’ he added. 

However, the priest expressed 
satisfaction with the passage of 
Proposition 84 by 68.2 percent of 


California voters. This act will channel 
moneys to the St.- Vincent de Paul 
Center, but the level of funding is now 
uncertain, he said. 

Proposition 84 provides a bond issue of 
$300 million to fund emergency and 
transitional housing for homeless families 
and individuals, new rental housing and 
assistance for first-time home-buyers. 
The cost of repaying the bonds at 7.5 
percent interest over 20 years would be 
$535 million. 

Father Carroll said a group called 
Californians Working Together put 
Proposition 95 on the November ballot by 
gathering 600,000 signatures at a cost of 
about $1 million.

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‘Active’ valley church presented to DPC

BRAWLEY — A mental picture of an 
active church in the Imperial Valley, 
particularly in social and youth 
ministries, was ‘‘painted’’ at a meeting of 
the Diocesan Pastoral Council Nov. 12 at 
Sacred Heart parish hall in Brawley. 


DPC members from the San Diego 
area traveled some 140 miles over the 
mountains and into the valley to join their 
counterparts in the Imperial Valley for 
the meeting. The DPC is the bishop’s 
grassroots advisory body. 

The members heard Bishop Leo T. 
Maher stress holiness and ministry as 
integral to the Christian life of .every 
Catholic and thus to the ‘‘Minister, One 
to Another’’ evangelization program he 
proposed at the last DPC meeting, Sept. 
17 at St. Brigid parish, Pacific Beach. 

“All people are called to holiness’’ and 
thus ‘‘ministry is a call to all the people of 
God,”’’ he said. 

Sunday liturgies nurture the people of 
God in their ministries, giving them a 
“developed theology for their life’s 
activities. ... This discipleship of every 
Catholic calls for ministry to one 
another,’’ Bishop Maher said. 

“The church as a ‘community of 
disciples’ needs to grow as an authentic 
model ... (which) will allow the people of 
God to be empowered to carry the good 
news to their entire culture and 
community. This empowerment will lead 
to greater activity in pastoral concern and 
care for all peoples,’’ he said. 

The diocesan-wide ‘‘Minister, One to 
Another’? program is in the planning 
stages. It is expected to involve Catholics

Christ the King parish in San Diego, 
and St. Rose of Lima parish in Chula 
Vista, will celebrate their 50th and 75th 
anniversaries respectively Nov. 20. 

Over 250 people including past clergy, 
are expected to attend the 50th 
anniversary festivities at Christ the King, 
said Father Michael Mandala, SJ, who 
will be installed as pastor of the parish 
during the 8:30 a.m. jubilee Mass. 

“The day will be real interesting. It 
will be a unity Mass, the only Mass for 
the day, — a celebration for the black, 
Hispanic and white community,’’ said 
Father Mandala.”’ 

Following the Mass there will be an 
informal reception. Later that evening, a 
dinner and dance will be held at the 
Fabulous Inn in Chula Vista. 

“The idea is not to have a lot of 
speeches, but just to celebrate what we 
experience here — the hospitality and 
openness of the church to people of all 
ethnic groups,’’ explained Father 
Mandala. 

To prepare for its 75th anniversary 
celebration, St. Rose of Lima parish has 
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held various activities including a parish 
pot luck dinner, an open house and a 
dinner and dance party. 

The jubilee Mass will be held Nov. 20, 
5 p.m. followed by a reception in the hall. 
Over 750 are expected to attend. 

Msgr. Charles Young, pastor of the 
Chula Vista church, said, ‘‘We feel like 
giving thanks and praise to God for 
calling us to this Christian community 
and we ask his continual blessing (which) 
he has bestowed upon us over the years.”’ 

The goal of the jubilee Mass, said 
Msgr. Young, is to help the people of the 
parish continue to gather as a 
community. 
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Servants of the Blessed Sacrament and 
Victory Noll Sisters serving the Imperial 


Valley. 
The assignments of young priests have 
brought ‘‘an infusion of new 


enthusiasm’’ to the church of that area, 
he said, adding that this enthusiasm is 
evident in greater participation in Masses 
and in religious educational programs. 

He reported that 165 from the valley 
attended the diocesan Catechetical 
Institute in September in San Diego and 
that 15 Catholics from the valley are 
enrolled in the diocesan Diploma 
Program in religious education, driving 
more than four hours round trip to San 
Diego one night a week. 

Father Barry Vinyard, pastor of Our 
Lady of Guadalupe parish, Calexico, who 
is active in youth ministry, told the DPC 
members, ‘‘I believe youth ministry is 
more active in the valley than anywhere 
in the diocese. 

Of the 1,500 youths that attended the 
diocesan Youth Day Oct. 26 in San 
Diego, more than 300 were from the 
Imperial Valley, he reported. 

Many youths in the valley have been 
enthused regarding their faith by the 
Awakening weekend, patterned after the 
Cursillo movement weekends, he said. 

Hundreds of young people have 
attended the weekend, which is given by 
youth, including the speakers and the 
cooks, for youth, Father Vinyard added. 
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listening are, from left, Sadie Gray, executive board member; 
Sister Evelyn Joseph, executive director, Thomas McNamara, 
chair; and Bishop Leo T. Maher, president. Father Vinyard told 
the DPC he believes ‘‘youth ministry is more active in the 
Imperial Valley than anywhere else in the diocese.” 


“It’s the most important thing that has 
happened to many of our young people,’* 
he said. 

He also said the Christian Leadership 
Institute, an intensive program held in 
Idyllwild that develops young Christian 
leaders, has had a positive impact on 
youth ministry in the valley. 

Dr. Gustave Ehrentraut, director of 
Catholic Community Services in the 
Imperial Valley, reported that the agency 
is now serving more than 30,000 people 
in need of social and emergency services. 

“CCS is the largest social service in 
Imperial County,’’ he reported. ‘‘State 
departments seek us out to help with 
their programs because we follow good 
management procedures.”’ 

The Catholic agency administers the 
Federal Emergency Maintenance 
Allowance (FEMA). program, which 
provides food and shelter to the poor and 
needy, and the state’s Brown Bag and 
Meals on Wheels food programs. 

The agency gathers excess produce 
from farms for distribution to senior 
citizens. It also runs a women’s and 
children’s shelter that provides training 
and other support services to help them 
retain self-sufficiency, and it runs a 
shelter for homeless men, he related. 

Dr. Ehrentraut said that by running 
these programs ‘‘we like to feel we are 
helping the church and fulfilling the 
mission Christ gave us.”’ 
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Church councils 
affirm teaching 
on purgatory 


Father Kress says the doctrine of purgatory is ‘‘a 
theological theory which Catholics are free to accept or 
reject.’’ This may be the teaching of the ‘‘new theology,”’ 
but it is certainly not the teaching of the traditional, i.e., 
Roman Catholic, Church. 

Pohle-Preuss wrote: ‘‘The Church defined the existence 
of purgatory in the Decree of Union adopted at Florence 
(1439)’’ (p.78 of volume XII). And he adds, ‘‘Pope Leo 
X solemnly condemned Luther’s assertion that 
‘Purgatory cannot be proved from the canonical 
Scriptures’ ”’ (p.79). 

Father Tanquerey says that the thesis that purgatory 
exists for the purgation of souls is ‘‘de fide’’ from the 
Second Council of Lyons and the Council of Trent (p.797 
of vol. III of his Synopsis Theologiae Dogmaticae.) ‘‘De 
fide’? — not a theory! 


Fathers de Aldama, Sola, Gonzalez, and Sagues, 
Spanish Jesuit theologians, with regard to the doctrine of 
purgatory, say of its dogmatic value, ‘‘It is de fide divina 
and catholica definita,’’ (p. 1002 of Vol. IV of their 
Sacrae Theologiae Summa) which is to say, purgatory’s 
existence is absolute not something that Catholics can 
take or reject as they see fit. To deny purgatory is to 
become a Protestant; a Catholic must believe in 
purgatory. 

Your article adds that 15 of 36 Catholics polled did not 
believe in purgatory. This proves only the sorry state of 
catechetical instruction today, as evidenced so graphically 
by Father Kress’ unfortunate (and erroneous) remarks 
about purgatory. 

And may I ask, what is the point of a poll about belief in 
Catholic doctrine? Is it evidence that the so-called 
American Catholic Church is adopting a_ballot-box 
approach to doctrine? If so, what sort of majority is 
required for belief in a doctrine such as purgatory? Will a 
simple majority do? A_ plurality? May we _ not 
conveniently dispose of (say) hell by voting it down? 

The Church ‘‘believed (past tense) that Jesus earned a 
treasury of merits by his life, suffering, death, and 
resurrection,’’ Father Kress writes. The Church still 
believes this, the Church, I mean, that exists beyond the 
small circle of pundits such as Fathers Kress, ‘Karl 
Rahner, and McBrien.

Purgatory — dogma of faith 


In the article ‘‘Purgatory — Reality or 
Theory’’(Southern Cross, November 3), we assume that Fr. 
Kress was misquoted when he is reported as saying that 
“‘the existence of purgatory is a theological theory which 
Catholics are free to accept or reject.’’ 

In fact, Vatican II explicitly reaffirmed ‘‘Dogmatic 
Constitution on the Church, no. 51,”’ the teaching of the 
Council of Trent (as well as that of the Councils of Lyons 
and Florence mentioned in the article) that the existence 
of purgatory is a dogma of faith. Since Vatican II, the 
bishops of the United States have included the existence of 
purgatory among the truths to be taught in contemporary 
catechesis (‘“National Catechetical Directory, no. 109’’). 

The doctrine of purgatory has been taught from the 
earliest times by the fathers of the church (even before St. 
Augustine) and is logically implied from Scripture, as the 
article points out. 

Finally, as Fr. Kress surely knows, the periods of days 
and years formerly attached to partial indulgences did not 
refer to a measure of time in purgatory, but simply to the 
length of public penance for which the indulgenced act 
substituted. 

If purgatory does not exist then, as Protestants 
recognize, prayers for the dead are useless.

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One of the nicest things about being an American is the 
feeling of accomplishment we get every four years after 
we have exercised our privilege of choosing our nation’s 
leaders. It’s a unique feeling. 

This year we have seen a new hero emerge. President- 
elect George Bush went into the Republican convention 
fighting a measurable ‘‘wimp factor.”’ 

He left the well-staged Republican convention with his 
fighting spirit up, and he never faltered once in all those 
almost interminable months of a dreary campaign. Even 
with the self-imposed albatross of Sen. J. Danford Quayle 
around his neck, he waged a one-man campaign of 
awesome proportions. 

His opponents, Dukakis and Bentsen, missed 
opportunity after opportunity to deal him a mortal blow. 
Their strategy was fragmented and almost amateurish. 
They muffed whatever advantage Jesse Jackson, the 
Kennedy mystique and the so-called ‘‘Catholic’’ vote 
might have offered them. 

The campaign itself was the most negative that this 
columnist has witnessed in the 40 years that I have been 
an active and avid voter. Mud slinging has always been 
an acceptable part of an electoral process, pointing out the 
feet of clay of one’s opponent. 

But this year it became an art in itself and a substitute 
for a discussion of the issues. No serious attention was 
paid to the problem of the horrendous national debt, the 
awful foreign trade imbalance or the growing problems of 
the homeless and the hungry. 

These problems will not go away, of course, so the 
nation must pull itself together and work with the new 
president to solve them. This also is the glory of America, 
that after an election, no matter how bitter it may appear 
to foreigners, we quickly pull together for the good of the 
nation. 
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Bush will face a Democratic Congress which, unlike the 
parliamentary system in other democracies, is not the 
tragedy that it could be. It is not a veto-proof Congress, so 
both sides will have to practice the fine art of compromise, 
but that has been defined as the heart of politics. 

Why people vote the way they do is part of the mystery 
of our elections. Usually it is a combination of factors, 
some conscious, some not. The chance that two or three 
Supreme Court justices may be chosen in the next four 
years, more than enough to change its direction, was a 
factor that weighed heavily on some voters, as well it 
should. 

What impact does TV have on a campaign? An 
incredibly powerful impact, that’s what. While the 
faithful in each party are not moved, the large number of 
undecided voters are swayed by this art form. However, 
the impact of the voter projection results before the 
election is over in the West does not seem to have had too 
much weight. 

Many other questions, such as the length of the 
campaign and the type of conventions, will be debated 
actively in the near future. Both need to be addressed and 
some real reforms are necessary. 

But the election is over, and we have a fine new 
president who deserves either our active cooperation or 
our loyal opposition.

Catholics had ‘swing’ vote 


WASHINGTON — Catholic voters had been targeted 
as a swing group in this year’s election, but when it was all 
over pollsters couldn’t agree over which way they’d 
swung. 

Early in the 1988 campaign some had predicted a 
return to Catholics’ traditional place in the Democratic 
ranks while others saw a new pattern set by Catholic 
support for Ronald Reagan in both 1980 and 1984. 

By the time the Nov. 8 election rolled around, exit polls 
conducted by networks and newspapers disagreed over 
the Catholic contribution to the victory of George Bush 
over Michael Dukakis. 

Pro-lifers, on the other hand, claimed a major role in 
Bush’s victory after one exit poll found abortion to be a 
key issue by nearly a third of the electorate. Those who 
considered abortion key, according to the poll by ABC 
News, voted for Bush over Dukakis, 55-45 percent. 

An NBC News-Wall Street Journal poll of more than 
10,000 voters leaving voting booths found that Catholics 
backed Dukakis by a 52-48 percent margin. According to 
an ABC exit poll of 22,000 voters, Dukakis received 54 
percent of the Catholic vote, compared to 46 percent for 
Bush. 

But the New York Times-CBS News exit poll of 11,645 
voters around the nation found that Catholics voted for 
Bush by a 52-47 percent margin. 

The final Gallup poll conducted just before the election 
showed Catholics favoring Bush by a tiny 48-47 percent 
margin. That survey was conducted Nov. 3-6. 

The final Harris poll, conducted Nov. 2-7, showed that 
white Catholics — the only breakdown given — preferred 
Bush by 51 to 46 percent. 

Neither Gallup nor Harris conduct exit polls. 

The differences in the results of the exit polls depends 
on factors such as which precincts were sampled, how 
questions were asked in each poll, and the number of 
Catholics in each sample group, according to Gallup 


spokeswomen. The smaller the number of Catholics in 
each survey group, the larger the margin of error. 

George Gallup, in a speech at the end of October to the 
Society for the Scientific Study of Religion, said that 
“‘much of the Catholic vote remains soft’’ and predicted 
Catholics could be ‘‘the swing group in this year’s 
election.”’ 


At about the same time Patrick J. Buchanan, former 
White House communications director, wrote a column 
calling Catholics, whom he described as the ‘‘largest 
religious minority in America,’’ a swing vote too often 
overlooked. 

He said Dukakis’ convention acceptance speech 
resonated well with Catholic America but that as the race 
wore on, Bush was able to paint the Massachusetts 


governor as anti-military and soft on crime — traits 
anathema to Catholics with traditional, authoritarian 
backgrounds. 


National Right to Life Committee officials, citing the 


- ABC poll’s findings that abortion was a key issue, said 


Bush’s anti-abortion position gave him an advantage over 
Dukakis. 

According to National Right to Life president Dr. John 
C. Willke, ‘“‘there can be no question today that being 
pro-life helps win elections.’’ 


Sandra Faucher, the organization’s political action 
committee director, said abortion was ‘‘the No. 1 issue ... 
and those who cited abortion went for Bush.’’

distributed 12 brown bag lunches. One 
week later at the same location, they 
handed out 67 bags. 

“‘T feel like every day is Christmas. The 
people just line-up,’’ said Tucker. 

If someone does not receive a bag 
lunch, the Tuckers ask the homeless 
people to share. ‘‘We’re sharing with 
them and we’re asking them to do the 
same for others,’’ she explained. 

The young missionary said she is not 
afraid of the homeless people because, 
“‘they’re not going to bite the hand that 
feeds,’’ and she always has someone with 
her. 

Tucker said she has always felt one 
person could not make a difference; she 
knows now this is not true. 

“Your work is always appreciated,”’ 
she said. ‘‘It makes me feel like I’m 
carrying out a mission — like I’m a real 
disciple.’’ 

Since appearing on the local news, 
many San Diegans have called Tucker 
and volunteered to either make 
sandwiches or give her food and clothing 
to distribute. 

Although 


she wants to continue 


distributing the food, she hopes to one 
day have enough volunteers to make 100 
sandwiches each day. 

“Most people interested in doing 
missionary work want to get into an 
organization. Sue is exceptional,’’ Sister 
Corbett said.

document ‘‘seems to place bishops and 
theologians on the same level.’’ 

Bishop Raymond W. Lessard of 
Savannah, Ga., chairman of the bishops’ 
Committee on Doctrine, which had 
prepared the statement, said the Vatican 
critique came too late for his committee to 
consider it. g 

He said the document will be delayed 
until the bishops meet again in June and 
after a meeting can be held with Vatican 
officials. 

The bishops also began discussing the 
19 “‘action items’’ on which they were to 


- vote later in the week. 


One such item was a proposed report 
calling on the Vatican to throw out its first 
draft of a statement on the theological and 
legal competence of national bishops’ 
conferences, such as the NCCB. 

Archbishop May, who earlier this year 
formed a committee of former NCCB 
presidents to respond to the Vatican 
document, said news reports 
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characterizing the proposed report as a 
struggle between the American bishops 
and the Vatican were ‘‘simply false.’’ 

He said bishops in Canada and Latin 
America also had objections to the 
document. Msgr. Daniel F. Hoye, 
NCCB general secretary, said he also had 
seen “‘very negative’? comments on the 
document from bishops in East Asia. 

The Vatican document in question 
takes a negative view of the teaching 
authority of bishops’ conferences and says 
they exist more for practical reasons than 
theological ones. Voting on the U-S. 
bishops’ response was scheduled for Nov. 
16. 

The bishops did vote on Nov. 14 to 
delay until their June meeting a proposed 
statement on Vietnam. 

Archbishop Roger Mahony of Los 
Angeles, chairman of the bishops’ 
Committee on International Policy, 
which had drafted the statement, said the 
delay would allow for a broader focus and 
would include results of a visit to 


Southeast Asia by a delegation of U.S. 
bishops. 

The proposed statement had called for 
normalization of relations between the 
United States and Vietnam as a way to 
promote healing between the two nations. 

In another address on the meeting’s 
opening day, the Vatican’s ambassador to 
the United States, Archbishop Pio Laghi, 
called for an even greater effort to keep 
Hispanics in the church. 

He noted the inroads fundamentalist 
sects have made among Hispanic 
Catholics and said those who minister to 
Hispanics should be both bilingual and 
bicultural: 

Two major documents being worked

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Local nun to attend Mother Drexel’s beatification

PALA — Sister Mary Fabian Joyce, a 
Sister of the Blessed Sacrament who 
serves at San Antonio de Pala School, will 
attend beatification ceremonies for 
Mother Katharine Drexel, foundress of 
her congregation, to be held Nov. 20° in 
Rome. 

Sister Joyce will join some 30 members 
of her congregation at their motherhouse 
in Bensalem, Pa., who will attend the 
beatification by Pope John Paul II, 
according to Sister Eucharista Mitchell, 
SBS, a catechist at Mission San Antonio 
de Pala. 

Mother Drexel, a wealthy Philadelphia 
heiress founded the Sisters of the Blessed 
Sacrament in 1891 and devoted her life 
and fortune to mission work among poor 
U.S. blacks and native Americans. 

Today the Sisters of the Blessed 
Sacrament have 350 members who staff 
more than 30 schools and service centers 
serving blacks and Native Americans in 
10 states. 

**Today we are faithful to the 
apostolate’’ of Mother Drexel, Sister 
Mitchell said. She provides religious 
education at the Pala, Rincon, Pauma 
and La Jolla reservations. 

Five Sisters staff the Pala mission 
school that serves Native Americans and 
other ethnic groups, Sister Mitchell 
added. 

Regarding Mother Drexel’s upcoming 
beatification, Sister Mitchell said she did 
not expect it so soon after the foundress’s 
death in 1955. 

She attributed the honor to Mother 
Drexel’s ‘‘profound reverence for human 
life and (belief in) the dignity of each 
person,’’ an example needed in today’s 
society, the catechist said. 

Mother Drexel also manifested a ‘‘keen 
insight into the mystery of the Eucharist 
to which each person is invited. The 
Eucharistic table reflects all races,’’ Sister 
Mitchell said. 

In 1964, less than a decade after 
Mother Drexel’s death, then-Archbishop 
John Krol of Philadelphia formally 
opened the process for her canonization. 

She was declared venerable, the first

step toward official sainthood, in January 
1987. In March of the following year 
theologians assembled by the Vatican 
agreed unanimously that the 1974 cure of 
a deaf boy, unexplainable by any natural 
causes, could be attributed to her 
intercession. 

Last June the Vatican Congregation 
for Sainthood Causes approved her 
beatification, the last major step before a 
person can be declared a saint. 

Others planning to attend Mother 
Drexel’s beatification include 22 bishops 
from 11 states and from the Republic of 
Sierra Leone in Africa, the congregation 
reported. 

Ceremonies are expected to feature 
expressions of black and Native American 
heritage and will include the chorus of 
Xavier University of Louisiana, founded 
by Mother Drexel in 1915. 

Born in Philadelphia in 1858, 
Katharine Mary Drexel grew up in a 
well-to-do family that regularly engaged 
in charitable activities. 

When her father died in 1885, 
Katharine was one of three heirs to an 
estate of $14 million. 

Her interest in Indian missions began 
when she and her sister contributed to 
Indian Missions in the Midwest. 

Bishop James O’Connor of Omaha, 
Neb., had first discouraged her from 
entering the religious life because of poor 
health. Later, persuaded by her 
pleadings, he urged her to start her own 
religious community and use _ her 
inheritance to support its work. 

In 1889, Katharine Drexel received her 
religious formation from the Sisters of 
Mercy of Pittsburgh. Two years later she 
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starting with the establishment of a 
mission for Indians near Santa Fe, N.M. 
in 1904. 

At Mother Drexel’s golden jubilee in 
1941, Pope Pius XII sent her a letter in 
which he described her works as ‘‘a 
glorious page in the annals of the 
church.”’

blacks, using the former Drexel summer 
home in Torresdale, Pa. as their first 
convent.

WASHINGTON — Controversy over 
RU-486, a French ‘‘abortion ppill,’’ 
reached new heights when its developer, 
Roussel-Uclaf, said it would pull the drug 
off the market because of public protests. 

That decision was reversed quickly by 
the French government, which owns 36 
percent of the company. 

Proponents of the pill say it will alter 
the debate on abortion, making the 
decision to abort a totally private matter 
for a woman and one day eliminating the 
need for abortion clinics. 

They predict that the more U.S. 
women learn about the controversial pill 
the more they will demand it, possibly 
creating a black market. 

Its opponents, including the U.S. 
Catholic bishops, Catholic ethicists and 
the National Right to Life Committee 
and other pro-life groups, have called it 
chemical warfare on the human fetus and 
fear its use would lead to more abortions, 
not fewer. 

They also said not enough research has 
been conducted to show what harmful 
side effects are possible and claimed that 
the more people know about it and the 
dangers to women and children the more 
alarmed they will be. 

Father Richard McCormick, professor 
of Christian ethics at the University of 
Notre Dame, is adamantly opposed to the 
pill and added that ‘‘it simply produces 
abortions even though they are early.”’ 

“Secondly, it makes abortion a routine 
matter,’’ he said in an interview Nov. 3. 
“It makes abortion part of ordinary, 
habitual birth regulation. Nobody in his 
or her right mind ought to be doing 
that,’’ he said. 

He added that another ‘‘very 
dangerous’’ aspect of making the drug 
available to induce abortions is that ‘‘it 
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takes the abortion question out of the 
government’s control (and) makes it a 
completely non-social affair.’’ That, he 
said, is more significant than people 
realize. 

If the drug is found to be good for other 
uses, such as treating certain forms of 
breast’ cancer, reducing the need for 
Caesarean-section births and treating 
Cushing’s disease — as some researchers 
have discovered — then it should be 
restricted to that, said Father Russell 
Smith, director of education for Pope 
John XXIII Medical-Moral Center in 
Braintree, Mass. 

He said RU-486 had been put on the 
market “‘without adequate testing.’’ And, 
he added, the drug has been ‘‘Hailed as a 
cure-all,’’ which should never be done, 
even with new cancer treatments. 

Frances Kissling of Catholics for a Free 
Choice, which opposes church teaching 
on abortion, said opponents of RU-486 
would like to constrain ‘‘critical 
research’’ on such compounds at a time 
when women ‘‘have too few options for 
good contraception and for safe and. 
effective methods of abortion.’’ 

In developing countries alone, she said, 
half a million women a year die as a result 
of either illegal abortions or difficult 
pregnancies. 

But Dr. John Willke, a physician and 
president of the National Right to Life 
Committee, which has said it is 
unalterably opposed to the drug,- has 
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warfare on human fetus’ 


called it a chemical ‘‘time bomb,’’ similar 
to thalidomide or DES. 


Thalidomide is a compound formerly 
used as a sedative until it was found to 
produce severe defects in children — 
creating flipper-like arms and legs — 
born to mothers who had taken the drug 
during early pregnancy. 

He said RU-486 has a _ chemical 
structure similar to DES, a synthetic 
estrogen widely used in the 1950s and 
1960s to prevent miscarriages but 
ultimately proven ineffective. It later was 
linked to certain cancers or severe defects 
in the reproductive organs of women 
whose mothers took it. 


RU-486 taken in conjunction with 
prostaglandin induces a miscarriage in 
the early weeks of pregnancy by blocking 
cells in the uterus from _ receiving 
progesterone, a hormone needed to 
prepare for and continue a pregnancy. 
Without the prostaglandin, the drug has

been shown to work 80-85 percent of the 
time, and with it, 90 percent of the time. 
The company says the drug removes 
the need for surgical abortions. Some 
experts said a surgical abortion would be 
required if the RU-486 treatment failed 
because the drug might cause birt 
defects. aed 
Without the progesterone, ‘‘the baby 
starves to death, withers on the vine, dies 
and. drops off,’’ Willke said, adding that 
the mother has cramps, bleeding and in 


. most cases an abortion. 


He said all reports on the drug’s effects 
speak of severe cramping, nausea, 
vomiting and bleeding, sometimes lasting 
30 days. 

Willke added that a ‘‘certain 
probability’’ of the drug’s use will be fetal 
defects if the unborn child is not aborted. 

““While we can’t prove that these long- 
term problems definitely will happen, the 
drug maker cannot prove that they will 
not,’’ Willke said. 

“In the presence of such a potential 
chemical time bomb it is extremely 
to proceed to general 
marketing of the drug,’’ he added. 

Dr. Micheline Mathews-Roth, 
associate professor of medicine at 
Harvard Medical School and a pro-life 
advocate, said that ‘‘to take any pill that 
interferes with normal physiology is bad 
medicine.”’ 


Sister Cherubim Faher dies 


HILLCREST — Sister Cherubim 
Faher, 86, of the Daughters of Divine 
Charity, died Nov. 8 at Mercy Hospital 
after a long illness. 

Sister Faher taught kindergarten at St. 
Charles Borromeo, Loma Portal, until 
1973, but remained active in the parish 
especially with the elderly and frail. 

A native of Hungary, Sister Faher 
professed her vows on Aug. 28, 1922, and 
served as a teacher in New York, 
Michigan, New Jersey and Connecticut 


before coming to San Diego in 1958. 

“She was an excellent teacher and a 
very caring human being,’’ said one of 
the Sisters of her community. 

‘She was very active in taking the 
Eucharist to the convalescent home in Pt. 
Loma, and was devoted to the sick and 
elderly right up to last September, when 
her own illness forced her to rest,’’ she 
said.

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Deacon 
sleeps in 
dumpster 


PALM BEACH, Fla. — Like most 
people, permanent deacon Joe Ranieri 
found the idea of sleeping in a trash 
dumpster unappealing, but he made one 
his temporary home for a month and raised 
$158,000 to help the homeless. 

The founder and director of The Lord’s 
Place, a charitable organization that runs 
two shelters for homeless families in Palm 
Beach County, Ranieri said he decided to 
do it to publicize the plight of homeless 
families and to raise money for his shelters. 

In October, he fasted and lived for 28 
days in three different dumpsters and 
raised $33,000 for athird shelter he wantsto 
open. In addition he received three 
donations that totaled $125,000. His next 
goal was to find a building to turn into the 
shelter. 

“I vowed I wouldn’t do this again,’’ he 
said from his dumpster in an interview with 
The Voice, newspaper of the Archdiocese 
of Miami. ‘‘But if it will help — you’ve 
always got to judge things by results. The 
result is we’ve had almost 3,000 families 
who have gone through the shelters in the 
past six years.”’ 

The dumpster reached temperatures of 
over 100 degrees in the daytime and posed 
special physical difficulties, he said, 
because, it was ‘‘extremely confining, 
boring, extremely hot ... inthe day andcold 
at night.” 

The dumpster’s hard, uncovered floor 
offered little rest, but he said he had slept 
under all kinds of conditions. 

Besides, he added, Christ had no soft 
mattresses or warm blankets and ‘‘no place 
to lay his head.”’ 


JustLife has winners in 
congressional races 


WASHINGTON — JustLife, an 


ecumenical Christian political action 
committee promoting a ‘‘consistent ethic 
of life,’’ had winners in 35 of the 40 
congressional races in which it endorsed 
candidates this year.

WASHINGTON — Pope John Paul II 
has named Msgr.

Bishop-designate Olivier, 65, will be 
the 13th black bishop in the United 
States. 

Bishop-designate Curlin, 61, is known 
locally as an advocate of the poor and 
homeless and nationally as a director of 
retreats for priests, Religious and lay 
people. 

They are to be ordained bishops Dec. 
20 at the National Shrine of the 
Immaculate Conception in Washington. 

The appointments were announced in 
Washington Noy. 11 by Archbishop Pio 
Laghi, papal pronuncio to the United 
States. 

The new auxiliaries bring back to three 
the number of bishops assisting Cardinal 
James A. Hickey of Washington. 

The pope also named Auxiliary Bishop 
Edward M. Egan of New York to head 
the Diocese of Bridgeport, Conn., and 
Msgr. Edmond Carmody, currently a 
missionary in Guayaquil, Ecuador, as an 
auxiliary bishop in his home archdiocese, 
San Antonio, Texas.

Roe vs. Wade urged 


WASHINGTON — The Reagan 
administration Nov. 10 suggested that a 
Missouri abortion case provides a good 
opportunity for the U.S. Supreme Court 
to reconsider Roe vs. Wade, the 1973 
abortion decision. 

In a friend-of-the-court brief, filed by 
Solicitor General Charles Fried, the 
Justice Department suggested the high 
court take up a case involving major 
provisions of a Missouri anti-abortion law 
struck down by a federal appeals court in 
July. 

According to the brief, ‘‘if the court is 
prepared to reconsider Roe vs. Wade, 
this case presents an. appropriate 
opportunity for doing so.”’ 

As of Nov. 10, however, the Supreme 
Court had not agreed to hear any 
abortion cases in its current, 1988-89 
term, which ends in mid-summer. 


Ordination of women 
unjustified, pope says 

VATICAN CITY — Pope John Paul 
II said a growing need for more priests 
should not push the church into ordaining 
women or relaxing its rule of priestly 
celibacy. 

In a talk to a group of 21 Canadian 
bishops Nov. 8, the pope said the clergy 
shortage might, in fact, be a divine test 


that will leave the priesthood 
strengthened and purified. 
He rejected that idea that the 


ministerial priesthood is outdated. 
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Mother Teresa seeks to 
launch new mission 


CAPE TOWN, South Africa — On her 
first visit to white-ruled South Africa, 
Mother Teresa of Calcutta visited 
Khayelitsha, an impoverished black 
township erected by government order 
near Cape Town, where she is expected to 
establish a hostel run by members of her 
Missionaries of Charity nuns. 

The diminutive missionary turned aside 
press questions on South African racial 
segregation — apartheid — and the 
country’s political turmoil. 

“T never mix in politics,’’ Mother 
Teresa said Nov. 8 at the beginning of her 
visit in South Africa. Her schedule includes 
meetings with church workers in major 
cities and a visit to another black township 
near Pretoria. 

“*To tell the truth, Idon’t know anything 
about politics,’’ the 78-year-old nun said. 
‘‘What is important is that we love one 
another.”’ 

She said she would need a week to study 
the situation in Khayelitsha before 
deciding what services it could use from her 
order. 


Mixed marriages pose 
problems, says Pope 


VATICAN CITY — Pope John Paul 
II said mixed marriages often pose 
religious problems for couples and their 
families, and questioned whether such 
marriages have ecumenical benefits. 

The pope made the remarks Nov. 10 to 
an ecumenical group from Switzerland, a 
country where marriage between 
members of different faiths is a major 
pastoral concern. The church allows some 
mixed marriages but makes certain 
requirements of the Catholic spouse. 

The pope said such couples deserve the 
‘“‘priority attention’’ of ministers, 
particularly before marriage. In the case 
of Catholic priests, that means showing 
the “‘demanding and maternal face of the 
church’’ to the engaged couples, who 
“‘too often have only very occasional 
contact with their religions,’’ he said. 


Japanese Catholics try 
to halt nuclear plants 


TOKYO — A Japanese Catholic group 
has thrown its support behind _a citizens’ 
campaign to stop nuclear power plant 
construction and use in Japan. 

The campaign seeks 10 million 
signatures on a petition calling for a new 
law barring the use of nuclear power. The 
petition will be presented to the Diet, 
Japan’s parliament, campaign leaders 
said.

SAN DIEGO — For those not 
attending a Catholic institution of 
higher education, keeping involved 
with one’s faith may become difficult. 
For Catholic students at San Diego 
State University, the alternative is the 
Newman Apostolate. 

Named after Cardinal John Henry 
Newman, an Angelican priest and 
intellectual of 19th century England 
who converted to Catholicism and 
became a cardinal in the church, the 
Newman Center provides a time, place 
and an opportunity for people to pray, 
play and work, explained Father Bill 
Rowland, CJM, co-director of the 
SDSU facility. . 

The Newman Center has been 
present on the SDSU campus for at 
least 25 years, said Father Rowland. 

Father Rowland said he believes the 
facility is important because it ‘‘fosters 

‘a sense of community and helps its 
members become stronger in faith.’’ 

The activities of the center can be 
broken down into four categories: 

e Spiritual — daily Mass, prayer 
groups, Bible study and retreats; 

e Service — canned food drives, 
serving meals at the St. Vincent de 
Paul Center and blood drives; 

e Education — learning about 
one’s faith;

Girlfriend’s control makes him 
feel guilty, depressed, suicidal 


Dear Bob, 

I have a relative whom I care about 
very much. He has been in a relationship 
for quite some time now. I don’t know 
how, but his girlfriend has made him very 
depressed, even suicidal. She uses guilt to 
get him to do what she wants to do and 
practically controls his every move. They 
never do anything with others and they 
are always together. 

I hate to see him like this and she won’t 
let him get help — probably because she 
is afraid she will lose control of him. This 
is the most critical time in his life. What 
should I do? 

Desperate 


Dear Desperate, 

There is a lot to respond to in your 
letter, and I doubt if I can be very 
complete on any issue, so I will advise you 
right off the bat to go to someone you can 
actually talk to about this. 

Your youth minister or _ school 

counselor may be able to help or put you 
in touch with a counselor who could talk 
with you on the phone about. this 
problem. She might be able to give you 
some insights that I cannot with this 
limited information. But here’s my best 
guess. 
* If your friend is suicidal, he desperately 
needs help. If he is under 18, you owe it to 
him to tell his parents everything you know 
that makes you think he’s suicidal. They 
can get him into counseling. If he’s over 
18, his parents may still be helpful. 


Anyone who has a lot of influence over 
your relative would be helpful. 

With the help of these people, you 
might confront your relative with what 
you know about his depression. 
Emphasize the things you see in his 
behavior and the things you hear him 
saying. Ask him how he feels. Focus on 
him and leave his girlfriend out of it. 
Mentioning her or her hold on him will 
only bring out his defenses. 


If this happens you’ll find yourself 


fighting instead of listening and 
supporting. Remember, your initial goal 
is to get him help. Finding himself as an 
independent person will come later. Be 
patient. Listen. Support him with your 
love and confront him when you suspect 
that he isn’t facing the issues realistically. 

You might also consider making him 
an appointment with a counselor and 


bringing him there without telling him — 
Of course, this |

should be done with the knowledge of the 
therapist, as well as the support of his 
parents or significant others.

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Pope: No exceptions 
to birth control ban

VATICAN CITY — Pope John Paul 
II told a congress of moral theologians 
that because contraception is 
“intrinsically illicit,’ there can be no 
exceptions to the church’s birth control 
ban. 


He also warned against damage by 


dissenters from the church’s moral 
teaching. Initial doubts about the 
contraception ban subsequently called 
into question ‘‘other fundamental truths 
of reason and of faith,’’ the pope said. 
The pope spoke Nov. 12 to a meeting 


of 300 moral theologians and others from - 


24 countries who attended a Nov. 9-12 
world congress on ‘‘‘Humanae Vitae’: 20 
Years Later.”’ 

Sponsored by the John Paul II Institute 
for Studies on Marriage and the Family 
and the Opus Dei-run Roman Academic 
Center of the Holy Cross, the congress 
brought together defenders of the 
controversial 1968 encyclical on 
contraception and marital love. The event 
was funded by the Knights of Columbus. 

The past 20 years have seen a 
deepening of biblical and anthropological 
reflection on ‘“‘Humanae Vitae,’’ which 
has helped ‘‘clarify its assumptions and 
meanings,’’ the pope said. 

The church’s teaching is not a man- 
made doctrine, but was ‘‘written by the 
creative hand of God in the nature of the 
human person’”’ and confirmed by God in 
revelation, he said. 

Disputing it, he added, ‘‘is equal to 
refusing to God himself the obedience of 
our intelligence.’’ 

Calling the teachings of the church ‘‘a 
sort of symphony’’ where all ‘‘integrate 
harmoniously with each other,’’ the pope 
said that to question the moral norms of 
“‘Humanae Vitae’’ often leads to doubts

The debate about ‘‘Humanae Vitae’’ 
also calls into .question the Christian 
doctrine of the moral conscience, he said, 
by asserting that the conscience creates 

_moral norms. 


“In such a way that bond of obedience 
to the holy will of the Creator, in which 
consists the dignity of man, was radically 
broken,’’ the pope said. 


The pope said the teaching authority, 
or magisterium, of the church was a gift 
from Christ to help the conscience avoid 
the ‘‘danger of error.”’ 


A Christian must take into account the 
“sure teaching of the magisterium’’ when 
preparing his conscience, he said, rather 
than simply following his ‘‘own opinion 
or that of theologians.’’ 

The pope insisted that no ‘‘personal or 
social circumstances’’ can _ justify 
exceptions to the moral norm taught by 
““Humanae Vitae.”’ 


Teachers and theologians have a duty 
to ‘‘defend and to deepen the ethical 
truth’’ taught by the encyclical, the pope 
said, expressing regret at the open dissent 
of some. 


The pope praised the marriage and 
family institute, encouraging it to 
“‘multiply in various countries’’ so that 
doctrinal and pastoral work on the 
teaching of ‘‘Humanae . Vitae’’ can 
progress.

SAN DIEGO — The San Diego 
Catholic Worker organization will join 
with the center staff and serve their 
annual Thanksgiving dinner for the 
homeless one day early as usual from 11 
a.m. to 1:30 p.m. on Wednesday, Nov. 
23 at the St. Vincent de Paul/Joan Kroc 
Center, 1501 Imperial Ave., in 
downtown San Diego. 

Parish groups have been collecting food 
for holiday baskets which are distributed 
to the poor of all faiths by San Diego’s 
Catholic community. 

According to Father Joe Carroll, 
director of the St. Vincent de Paul/Joan 
Kroc Center, the entire staff of El Indio 
Restaurant will cook a special Mexican 
Thanksgiving breakfast at 9 a.m. on 
Thanksgiving morning. Father Carroll 
also said the center’s evening 
Thanksgiving meal will be cooked and 
served by the Public Lawyers’ 
Association and the Key Club from La 
Jolla High School. 

Our Lady of the Rosary parish, San 
Diego, will send its youth group, 
Confirmation candidates and adult 
volunteers to cook another Thanksgiving 
meal for the 300 to 400 residents at St. 


Vincent de Paul/Joan Kroc Center on 
Sunday, Nov. 27. 

The San Diego Catholic Workers say 
they would like to see sharing with the 
poor all year long. 

“‘We feed the poor and the homeless 
every day except Thanksgiving, 
Christmas Day and Easter Sunday,’’ said 
Jane Emerson, a SDCW member since 
1934. 

“We like the flood of volunteers and 
donations we get at this time of year. 
That’s lovely, but we do it every day and 
it’s not a contest so we take those days 
off.’ 

San Diego’s Catholic Worker chapter 
has been active since the 1940s. ‘‘We 
used to meet in the old Cardijn Center,”’ 
said Emerson. ‘‘Now we rent the kitchen 
at St. Vincent de Paul/Joan Kroc Center. 
We have grown, but not fast enough to 
keep up with the need. We keep hoping 
the holiday spirit of generosity will carry 
over into the rest of the year.” 

Emerson said the SDCW members 
have enough volunteers for this holiday 
season, but would be grateful for more 
help after the first of the year.

George Deukmejian to fund the 
Homeless Relief Act passed by the 
California legislature in 1986, Father 
Carroll said. 

““We’re not going to be heard in 
Sacramento so we took the issue to the 
people,’’ Father Carroll said. 

The expense involved will prevent 
efforts to place a similar measure on the 
ballot in the future. 

The California Catholic Conference, 
made up of the state’s Catholic bishops, 
supported Propositions 84 and 95, basing 
their positions on the U.S. bishops’ recent 
pastoral letter ‘‘Economic Justice for 
All.”’ 

Chapter three of the pastoral notes that 
self-help efforts among the poor, 
including projects for low-income 
housing, should be fostered by programs 


and policies in both the private and public 
sectors. 

Following the defeat of Proposition 95, 
Father Carroll will seek additional 
funding through the Stewart B. 
McKinney Homeless Assistance Act, 
which was signed by President Ronald 
Reagan last year. 

The bill calls for allocations of $616 
million in 1988 for homeless and hunger 
programs throughout the nation, 
according to last year’s ‘‘Congressional 
Quarterly Almanac.”’ 

President-elect George Bush promised 
full funding of the bill during his 
campaign, Father Carroll said, adding 


the funding level has not yet been 


determined. 

During 1987, the St. Vincent de Paul 
Center received $.5 million through the 
McKinney bill, the priest said. 
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
